600 YARDMEN STRIKE

CLEVELAND, Oct. 22.—Chiefs of 


the "Big Four" railroad brotherhoods 
met until late this afternoon in the 
first real war council held since their 
return from Chicago. Two questions 
were uppermost for discussion.

The constantly increasing demand 


for inexpensive clothing may be

factor impelling the manufacturer to 


, use the cheaper classes of cloth. 
In 


demanding a poorer grade of 
ma- 


terial, the public can not expect to 
receive a garment in which any great 
amount of pure wool is present. Con- 
sequently a number of wool substi- 
tutes are in general use 
j 


Those substitutes are termed "re- 


generated 
wool " 
Three 
principal 


kinds are recognized; the best grade 
of recovered wool is called "shoddy." 
It comes from materials which have 
not been felted, hence the scales are 
in a better condition than those that' 
have undergone the felting operation, i 


The next grade is called "mungo" | 


and is obtained from fulled or felted 
goods. In tearing the firm material 
apart, the fibers are 
broken, 
into 


short lengths and the scales damaged 
or removed entirely. 


Another grade ss termed "extract." 


This is recovered from wool and cot- 
ton mixtures by treatment with sul 
phuric 
acid 
or 
other 
carbonizing 


agent. 
The cotton fibers 
are 
de- 


stroyed, "while the wool is left with 
the scales often missing or corroded. 


Some fibers of these regenerated 


wools do not absorb dye stuffs, and 
consequently give that streaky ap- 
pearance to cloth which one often bo- 
serves 


As these fibers cannot always be 


determined even under the microscope 
it is very easy to fool the purchaser of 
a suit of clothes.
